nonfatfy substances occurring in the 
buttermilk; they are not due to an 
oxidation of the fat itself 
Moreover. 


the evtent of this chemical channe 
lirectly i^ proportionate to the qs;an- 
tity of acid present In the cream from 
which the butter was prepared.

Dyer upset some chemical theories
